Havana, March o. — There is no long- 
er any duubt that the Maine was blown 
I up from the ouulde and from the hot 
' torn. 

The keel of the ship has been found 
in two pieces, the nearest ends of 
which are separated by a distance of 
from two and a half to three feet. 

Pertone familiar with the results of 
high explosives and with the wreck 
above and under water say that the 
breaking of the ktel, as now disclosed, 
could not poesibly have been done by 
an tnelde explosion. 

This last discovery, taken together 
with earlier disclosures, has convinced 
the men working alioiit the wreck that 
further investigation as to the manner 
In which the ship was blown up is per 
fectly useless, and they consider the 
question solved beyond doubt. 

All plates and bnams from the hot 
torn are bent upward, showing conclu 
slvely that a mine was exploded under 
the ship. 

No War on Doubtful Verdict. 

Madrid, March 8.— The Correspon 

dencia says: "Supposing the American 
committee considers the Maine disas 
ter criminal, we shall have to hear the 
opinion of thf Spanish commission. In 
case of a failure to agree. It would be 
necessary to nominate a mixed com- 
mission. We remain firm in the belief 
that the Yankee commission will not 
find the explosion due to exterior 
eauses. and in case of a doubtful ver 
diet we feel sure President McKinley 
would not wage war against Spain." 

Dlvcn OoaUaae Vkolr Work. 

Havana, March 8.— The divers are 

working hard upon the wreck of the 
Maine. It is feared that many of the 
dead were blown to pieces, which 
would accoront for the failure to find 
their bodies where expected. Senator 
Proctor has gone to Matanzas, where 
he will spend the day. He was accom- 
panied by Miss Clara Barton and Mrs. 
Ward. Th« trip can be easily made in 
on* dajr. 

Ext'itUK'nt DyliiK Oiit. 

Washintgon, .March 3.— The tension 
over the Mainr .iltair is noticeably iv- 
lieved in all official quarters, partly 
because of the absence of dispatches to 
the state or navy departments bearing 
on the subject, and also because of the 
conservatism inspired by Secretary 
Long's utterance that the element of 
Spanish participation In the disaster 
has been eliminated, In his judgment.

Key West, March 3. — The United 
L states court of inquiry into the lose of 
* the battleship Maine resumed its ses- 
sions here. Ton more enlisted men 
were examined by the full board and 
Cot..mander Forsyth, the first of the 
witnesses not on the list of the crew of 
the Maine, was called. It is under- 
stood that he gave testimony resanMns 
the coaling of the battleship here. 

From tkm Sponlah Rid*. 
Madrid. March 8.— The Spanish gov- 
ernment on Monday received a report 
from the Spanish authorities at Ha- 
raaa saying that the explosion which 
wrecked the Maine was due to Internal 
causes, adding that It was believed 
that the United States experts will 
"admit this without reservation of any 
kind."

Wrecking and Dredging company, com- 
manded by Captain D. A. Wolcott. ar- 
rived here from New York and at once 
moved a barge near the wreck and 
commenced work.

Washington, March 3. — Secretary of 
War Alger says the statement of Sec- 
retary Long that Spain's "ofBcial par- 
ticipation In the disaster" to the Maine 
has been "practically eliminated" was 
merely an expression of personal opin- 
ion on his part

In the Senatp <in the AlaHkaii Ilonir- 
itrad Kill. 

Waahingtou, March 3. — The debate 
In the senate on the Alaskan homestead 
and railway right-of-way bill was de- 
cidedly spirited. 

Mr. Carter (Mon.) delivered a vigor- 
ous speech in reply to -that made dur- 
ing the past two days by Mr. Rawlins 
(Utah), in the course of which he made 
a strong debase of the honor of con- 
gressional committees and of officials 
in the several government departments. 

One of the special features of the de- 
bate was a speech delivered by Mr. 
Elkins Va.) , in which he explain- 
ed that the C«»;adii^\ Pacific railway 
was enabled to make war upon Ameri- 
can interests, and how and why the 
aggressions of that great corporation 
ought to be stopped by the United 
States. 

Mr. Elkins' speech aroused much in- 
terest, particularly that part In which 
he explained that while he did not 
frame the now famous section 88 of the 
present tariff law, he stood squarely 
with the sterling American who did 
frame it. 

The speech drew replies from Mr. 
Hoar (Mass.). Mr. Chilton (Tex.) and 
Mr. Nelson (Minn.). Mr. Hoar main- 
tained that a large part of the speech 
of Mr. Elkins was Irrelevant to the 
pending discussion. He would not ad- 
mit that the aeirewlonB of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific were so serious as the 
West Virginia senator would have peo- 
ple believe. 

Mr. Nelson entered a sharp protest 
to Mr. Elkins' propoeition to abolish 
the bonding privilege, holding that the 
privilege was In the direct Interest of 
the people of the northwest. 

Mr. Chilton briefly contended that 
under recent decisions of the supreme 
court the long and short haul clauses 
of the Interstate commerce law did not 
apply to the competition between 
American railroads and the Canadian 
Paclfle. 

In tlip 

Washington, March 3. — The house 
spent the day In debate upon the Loud 
bill relating to second-class mail mat- 
ter. The speakers were Mctisrs. Brom- 
well (Rep., O.) and Ogden (Dem.. La.) 
in favor of the measure, and Messrs. 
Uell (Pop., Colo.), Simpson (Pop. 
Kan.), Clark (Dem.,Mo.), Brown (Rep.. 
O.) and Lentz (Dem., 0.) in opposition 
to it. It Wilt; argued that the bill would 
diminish the spread of campaign liter- 
ature. 

CeMlon of Arid LaniU. 
Washington, March 3. — Senator W^ar- 
ren introduced two bills providing for 
the cession of thearld lands to the vari- 
ous states In whleh they are situated 
One of the bills cedes all the lands un- 
conditionally, and the other provides 
for cession after certain preparations 
shall have been made by the states to 
redeem the lands.

Washington, Marcii 3. — The decision 
of the navy department to send two 
ships to Cuba with supplies for the suf- 
farlng reconcentrados caused some 
commotion in official circles until the 
real purport ot the Visit of the ships 
came out. 

The cruiser Montvomery and the gun 
boat Nashville were selected for the 
purpose, and orders were sent to Ad 
miral Sicard to put them In shape for 
the required service. 

It is explained at the navy depart 
ment that this action was taken at the 
instance of the Cuban Relief associa- 
tion organized through the efforts of 
the state department for the relief of 
the destitute noncombatants in Cuba 

It was represented to the department 
that great distress prevails among the 
people in the vicinity of Sagua la 
Grande and Matanzas, on the northern 
coast of the island, and that considera- 
ble difficulty is experienced in sending 
supplies there because of the Infrequent 
visits of the merchant ships. 

On this account, and because of the 
immediate demand for supplies ;it the 
points indicated, the officers of the as 
soelatlon requested the secretary of the 
navy to authorize the use of one or 
more of the warships at Key West In 
the transportation there of food sup 
plies contributed by the charitable peo 
pie of the United States in response 
to the appeals of President MoKinley 
and Secretary Sherman. 

The Montgoniory will go to Matan 
zas and the Nashville to Sagua la 
Grande, with the understanding that 
they will remain in those ports only 
long enough to deliver the supplies to 
the agents of the association for dis- 
tribution where they will do the most 
good.

Washington, March 3. — Chairman

committee the letter he received from 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt, then acting secretary of the navy, 
asking for the passage of a special act 
authorising the enlistment of 1,600 ad- 
Gitlonal men and boys in the navy. 
The siil)commlttee on naval affairs In 
charge of the regular appropriation bill 
had already agreed upon an Increase of 
the enlisted men by 1,260, bringing the 
total of enlisted men up to 13,000. 

Auzillorjr to the Kavy. 
New Haven, March 3. — Commander 
E. O. Buckland of the ConnecMcut na- 
val reserves has completed a list of 
steam and sailing craft in the waters 
of this state which would form an aux- 
iliary to the regular navy if occasion 
should require It Over 200 vessels of 
all descriptions are Included In the list. 

Commander For the Miantonomah. 

Washington, March 3. — A command- 
er for the monitor Miantonomah was 
selected in the person of Captain Mor- 
timer Johnson, who is at present on 
waiting orders. Secretary Long says 
the Miantonomah, with the ram Katab- 
dln, will remain in the Delawar* for 
the present.' 

Money For Fortlfloatloas. 

Washington, March 3.— The present 
indications are that the senate amend- 
ment to the fortifications appropriation 
bill in regard to ammunition will be 
retained in the bill when completed. 
The amount carried for this purpose 
by the senate bill is $95U,G18. 

Flrat Trial a Succeu. 

Bristol, R. 1., March 3.— The new 
United States torpedo boat Talbot was 
given her first builder' trial over the 
7-knot course. The trial was in every 
way a success, and it was anounced at 
the close that the boat made the record 
of 22 knots an hour.

Male Bj Fire Insuranre Companies at a 
SeealtaftheTrast. 

CoLVMBin, Obio, Febraarj 28.— Some 
very surprising testimony was given to- 
night concerning the fire insurance busi- 
ness in Ohio before the L<>gislative com- 
mittee investigating trasts. The wit- 
nesses were Henry O'Kane, a prominent 
Columbus insurance man ; W. S. nonijh, 
Secretary of the Columbus Underwriters' 
AsMxriation, and 0. B. Squires, a well- 
known insurance agent of Cleveland. 
O'Kane and Hough were unwilling wit- 
nesses. Squires represents non-combine 
companies, and gave some facts and fig- 
ures that were not disputed by the other 
witnesses. 

Hough refused to produce the records 
of the local combine, but was compelled 
to tell of its methods. It was stiown by 
the testimony since a competitive busi- 
ness has been introduced here within 
the last four weeks, as a result of the .\t- 
torney-Oeueral's anti-trust suits, the 
Oolnmbos Buggy Company' alone has 
secured a reduction of its annual insur- 
ance rates of $0,500, and that the Colum- 
bus Street Railway Company has efTected 
a like reduction. 

Within the last twenty years the Co- 
lumbus Ruggy Company has paid, accord- 
ing to the testUnony, considerably over 
$100,000 in premiums under the trnet 
more than it should have been required 
to on competitive system. The average 
profit of tha companies in the trait in 
this State daring the last three years has 
l>een IJO per cent*, on the Ohio business 
transacted. 

The Fire Association of Philadelphia, 
on6 of tlie trust companies, with a capital 
of $300,000, has paid and distributed 
among its stockholders for ten years prior 
to December :U last $2,000,000, or 40 per 
cent, annually, has increased its assets 
|1,'>00,00<), its reserve fund $500,000, and 
its surplus over $200,000. Since the 
breakiiifj up of the Underwriters' I'oard 
at Dayton within ^be last three months 
the same companies that now charge 00 
cents on ?100 in Columbus for residence 
rates are writing at 40 cents on the same 
class of risks in Dayton as agidnst a 25 
cent rate in New York. 

Rates are (10 to 70 percent, less in New 
York, where the competitive system pre- 
vails. An estimate baaed upon the trust 
rates, the competitive rates recently in- 
troduced in Columbus, Cleveland and 
Dayton, and the rates in New York shows 
that Ohio has paid more than $1,500,000 a 
year for fire insurance than would have 
been required had tla ic l een open com- 
patition.

The States of fennsylvania. New York, 
Illinois and Alabama have more popula- 
tion tOROtber than hu Spain, and are im- 
mensely more wealtliy. These States 
could borrow enougb money, with their 
whole Held of oommoditleR, men, and 
capital bi'Iiind the loan, to pay off at one 
coup tht! whole national debt of Spain. 
They could raise, pay and maintain a big- 
ger army than Spain could. Their natu- 
ral resourced could outlast Spain's ten to 
one. Their steam power is infinitely 
greater, and as man power can always be 
gauged by steam power jrou can imagine 
the difTerence. These four States could 
exist if tbey aequestrated from all the 
rest of tb« world. Spain coald hardly 
live a dajr.

The rhilippinee are insignificant posses- 
sions.
